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ful nature, we have entered more at 
lengtii into the subject. We think a 
check to the current of popular feel- 
ing, may at times be necessary to pro- 
duce deeper reflection, and prevent 
the heedlessness attending a want of ex- 



amination. It is a good maxim that a 
man should be religious, but not su- 
perstitious, and we think, (he general 
tendency of this book may lead to the 
bewildering labyrinths of superstition.
